Although the Examiner alleges that claims 1-22 are unpatentable over Tsutsumi ei al. in 
view otSinghal, the Applicant respectfiiUy disagrees. The Applicant maintains that the prior art 
does not provide support for the invention as taught in the original claims. In the amendment 
hereto, Applicant has included two additional claims 23-24 that further define the invention in 
view of the prior art. More specifically, neither Tsutsumi et ai nor Singhal teaches the formula 
for measuring proximity as shown in claim 23. In view of the forgoing amendments and 
remarks, it is submitted that all of the claims remaining in the application are now in condition 
for allowance and such action is respectftilly requested.
